Campbell’s defeat, coming after 
twenty years of service, leaves an- 
other important legislative office of 
congress to be filled. Already through 
voluntary retirements and defeat 
enough changes have been assured in 
congress to effect new leadership for 
the next session. On the house side, 


such members as Representative Mon- 
dell, republican floor leader; Repre- 
sentative Fordney, chairman of the 
ways and means committee—regarded 
as the most powerful committee of the 
house, and the veteran Joe Cannon, 
all republicans, will retire after hav- 
ing been in harness for a number of 
years, .

This situation has been accentuated 
by the defeat of Chairman Cam 
together with the retirement, un- 
tary or otherwise, of Representative 
Kelley, Representative Fess, Ohio:

The recent defeat of Senator Harry 
New, Indiana, will also remove one of 
the administration leaders from the 
upper chamber. The Indiana sena- 
tor’s presence, however, is expected to 
be conspicuous around the capitol for 
some time, as cloak-room gossip has 
it that he will be elevated to a cabi- 
net position upon the expiration of 
his term—probably the postoffice de- 
partment.

Both mem- 
bers declare nothing can induce them 
to seek office again.

On the whole, then, the next con- 
gress will be conspicuous with new 
faces adorning the seats of the mighty. 
New faces and a new leadership will 
mark the exit of the old and the en- 


try of the 68th congress, effecting a 


change which a year ago might have 
been considered nothing short of a 
fancy.

’ Salary reductions of $1 per week | 
for single officers and $2 per week | 
for married officers were announced 
Friday by Lieutenant-Colonel Joseph 
Atkinson, commanding the southwest- 
ern division of the Salvation Army. 
That is, Colonel Atkinson broke the 
news to the officers stationed in At- 
lanta, and mailed it to others in ihe 
division. 

A Salvation Army officer’s salary is 
based on the number in his family. 
When officers in the army marry. 
the army profits, for the woman loses 
her salary, but continues to do her 
| work just the same. The only dif. 
| ference is that “Captain and Mrs. 
| § So-and-So are in charge,” etc. 

Officers who have children get $1.50 

‘ per week for each child until it is five 

| years old. Then they get $2 until it 
is twelve. When the child reaches 
the age of 12 the allowance is raised 
to $3 until it becomes. sixteen, and 
then it stops. If the child is going 
into officership in the army, allow- 
ances are granted it in the way of 
uniforms, textbooks and such toward 
helping in its preliminary training. 
When cadets reach the age of eighteen 
or twenty, they go to trafning college, 
where they are furnished with food 
and training, but must provide their 
own clothing. When they some out, 
after a year or two, they become reg- 
ularly qualified officers of the army. 

The army doesn’t publish the 
amounts its officers draw on Friday, 
which is pay day. If they did, you'd 
understand something about why they 
accomplish so much on so little. The 
most “The Colonel” would let me say 
was that there is not an officer in 
the army in the United States, or the 
world, for that matter, who has to 
pay an income tax. And when you 
consider how closely Uncle Sam looks 
after surplus increment, this means 
something.

“Azentlemen : In order that you 
may know under what conditions the 
robe of the Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan is permitted to be worn by 
klansmen, we hereby state the only 


mitted to be worn anywhere: 

“First: Klansmen are permitted 
to wear robes in the klavern of the 
klan during the ceremony of naturali- 
zation. 

“Second: Robes are permitted to 
be worn in publie parades when pa- 
rades are not prohibited by the duly 
constituted officers of the law in a 
vpinity where parade is to be held 
and, when it is believed that the 
general interest of the public, or of 
the order might be served in any 
way. Under no circumstances are 
parades permitted against the wishes 
of the executive officers of our gov- 
ernment. This means sheriffs, dep- 
uty sheriffs, marshals or police, to- 
gether with judges of the courts. 

“Third: Robes may be worn by 
members in making a charitable do- 
nation, provided officers of the klan 
issue orders to that effect, and the 
robes are donned at the place where 
presentation is to be made and taken 
off immediately after the presentation 
of the charitable donation. 

“Fourth: Robes are permitted to 
be worn when a klansman dies and his 
family wishes that his fellow klans- 
men perform a funeral ceremony at 
his grave or when a klan desires to 
make floral offering tribute to a de- 
ceased fellow klansman. 

“These are the only occasions on 
which robes are permitted to be worn 
at all by klansmen and all violations 
of these orders are punishable by 
hanishment from the Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan.

Opposed to Pensions 
For Rich Veterans 


Editor Constitution: A great deal 
has been said recently about the tax 
equalization laws, condition of the 
treasury, efc. 
I would like to say a few words on 
the subject of pensions. 
The first pension act passed was 
for the benefit of the wounded, dis- 
abled or indigent class of old soldiers 
ee were worth under $1,500. 

rom time to time other classes of 
pensioners have been added to the 
roll until finally in 1918 or 1919 the 
doors were opened wide to all classes 
of pensioners except the widow who 
was married after 1870. 
As I remember the soldier or widow 
who participated in this draw had to 
be in the indigent class and worth un- 
der maximum $1,500, the amount of 
yearly allowance being raised from $30 
to as high as $175 in 1922, the result 
of which has-been, according to Mr. 
Hollamon’s figures, to make the state 


a debtor to its pensioners next Jan- 
= 1, the staggering sum vf $4,000,- 
What are we to do? We might 
hock the W. & A., but who would bur 
a railroad with its earnings sold for 
the next five years? 

I understand that some of the. new 
class of pensioners are millionaires. 
I have nothing but love and reverence 
for these old veterans of the sixties 
and their widows, be they rich or poor. 

In most all questions there are two 
sides and I believe that our legisla- 
ture in passing on this latest act lost 
sight of one side of the issue 
To illustrate I will give a brief ae- 
count of my own relation to the lost 
cause: J] am the son of a confederaie 
soldier who made the supreme sacri- 
fice! Who now sleeps in a grave at 
Fort Delaware prison, who left his 
young Wife and two small boys to 
fight for his beloved south. My 
mother, through grief, hardships and 
possibly under-nourishment, soon fol- 
lowed him. t 

In 1867 I was bereft of both father 
and mother at the tender age of \ 
years, : 

Mr. Editor: My case is not an_iso- 
lated case. but there are thousands of 
cases in Georgia almost identical with 
mine. These thousands of unfortunate 
orphans of the war between the states 
with their children are now taxpayers 
in the state of Georgia. 

These war orphans are now helping 
to pay the pensions of thousands of 
well-to-do veterans and widows of 
veterans who do not need the money, 
some of whom are reputed to be mil- 
lionaires. I ask you, Mr. Editor, in 
the name of humanity and justice, is it 
fair? 

I am willing to work overtime to 
pay the needy, indigent, disabled old 
veteran who has failed to make good 
firfyncially,. It matters not what the 
cause of his“failyre, I want him to 
have all the enjoym@nt possible the 
short time he is to be with us. 

But, Mr. Editor, I am not willing 
to work and strive to help make some 
man’s bank account larger, who Las 
no earthivy use for it except to be lefr 
to his estate.

\Control “Board 
For University 
Passes Senate 


By the vote of 33 to 13, the senate 
Friday passed the Cone-Fleming bill 
substituting a board of control of five 
members for the present boards of 
trustees for the University of Georgia 
and its branches. 

Promptly upon its passage Sena- 
tor Ed Wohlwender served notice that 
ke would move for a reconsideration 
of the bill. Debate on the measure 
kas lasted three days, 

The bill provides that the board 
shall be appointed by the governor 
and the board is in turn empowered 
to name the trustees, the number of 
which will be cut down 40 per cent, 
it is said, and has power over dis- 
tribution of appropriations. 

*Limit Number of Alumni. 

Under an' amendment offered by 
Senator Campbell and adopted, not 
more than two members of the board 
can be alumni of the University of 
Georgia or any of its branches. 

The bill also carries the provision 
that 10 per cent of the total annual 
revenue of the state exclusive of the 


for the operation and maintenance of 
the university and its institutions. 

The board-is empowered to appoint 
a chancellor of the university and is 
authorized to name a_ purchasing 
agent to make all the food, coal and 
other purchases. 

The board is required to submit at 
each session of the general assembly 
a detailed report of the work of the 
institutions under their control. 

An amendment to the bill by 
Senator W = we ealling for an appro- 
prjation of 7 per cent of the state’s 
revenue to the university institutions, 
was killed by the vote of 31 to 12. 


Invitation Aecepted. 


Another feature of the senate ses- 
sion Friday was passage of the house 
resolution accepting KRrunswick’s in- 

vitation to inspect her port facilities. 
The inyitation carried the provision 
that at least two-thirds of the mem- 
bers of both houses should make the 
trip. 

Acceptance of the resolution fol- 
lowed a brief but sharp skirmish. 
Senator Foy, of the first district, em- 
bracing Savannah, urged tkat the trip 
be made. 

“I believe Brunswick has delayed 
the matter unduly,” he said, “but J 
think in fairness to that city we 
should view the opportunities she has 
to offer. After the assembly has 
seen Brunswick’s port the members 
will have no difficulty then reaching 
a decision.” 

The pronosed trip was warmly op- 
posed by Senator Jackson. “It would 
be productive of no good,” he declar- 
ed. “We ought to stay here and 
work. Every time the legislature 
tnkes one of these trips the members 
come hack here incapacitated for three 
days.’ The senate voted by a large 
majority to go. 

Senator Clay offered a_ resolution 
providing for afternoon sessions of 
the senate, starting next Tuesday. 
It was referred to the’ rules commit- 
tee. 

The senator from the third intro- 
duced a resolution to limit all ind:- 
vidual speeches to 10 minutes, he- 
ginning next Tuerday morning. The 
resolution was referred to the rules 
committee.

When Rich Clubs 


Baseball Expert Declares The Day Has Gone 


Have to Put Up 


Money for Weaker Franchises. 


'BY HUGH S. FULLERTON. 

There is a condition existing in base- | 
ball which calls for immediate and | 
drastic action on the part of both the! 
American and National leagues. I 
happen to know that Judge Landis, 
while he refuses to be quoted or to 
talk on the subject, is firmly set upon 
correcting this condition. 
| Jt deals with entangling financial 
alliances between clubs. There has 
been’a suspicion for a long time that | 
the relations between certain clubs | 
in ‘each league are a trifle too close | 
‘for comfort. Judge Landis hardly | 
‘ean compel club owners to refuse to} 
advance money to each other, and it 
is beyond his power to compel an 
undesirable owner to sell and get out) 
of the game. But it is within the’ 
power of the leagues to correct both | 
conditions. | 

The move toward syndicates:base- | 
ball is not a new one. It hd been) 
in existence for generations. There | 
have been times when practically en- 
tire leagues have been owned by one 
or two men, Chris von der Ahe, at 
the end of the old American associa- 
tion, was practically owner of the 
league. At another time Comiskey was 
in almost every American league club. | 

Now, these conditions were not es- 
pecially evil. As a matter of fact, 
neither Comiskey nor Von der Ahe 
wanted to own many clubs; they 
were putting up money to carry wedtk 
teams in order to prevent the break- 
ing up of the leagues 
NO SUCH 
CONDITION NOW. 

No such condition exists now. There 
is no reason why a rich club should 
advance money to a weak one except- 
ing to get a hold on it so as to com- 
pel, either legally or morally, trans- 
fers of players. , 

In fact, there was a time in the 
history of baseball when gome of the 
biggest men in the sport thought it 
a good thing for a syndicate to con- 
trol, if not own, all the clubs. There 
was at that time a positive plan by 
two men to control all major league 
baseball]. The plan was an economi- 
enl one, a sensible business plan. 
Briefly, it was that these two shou!d 
gain control of the two leagues, com- 
bine in each city where there are two 
clubs, and use one park in each. 
From a_ strictly commercial stand-

Beyond question the railway presidents are 
putting their best foot forward in the statements being given out to the 
press. Atchison says it now has 62 per cent of its shop force at work; 
that last week was the fourth largest in the history of the company in 
the amount of traffic moved, and that this large amount of business was 
handled without any trouble. Pennsylvania reports that it has 80 per 
cent of its normal shop force at work, and that it is experiencing no 
trouble in handling traffic which, with the exception of coal and mixed 
freight, is running ahead of last year. 

From the association of railway executives came the statement that 
the country has 65,000 locomotives; that in 1919 26.8 per cent of the total 
were in bad order; that the percentage for 1920 was 24.7; for 1921 it 
wgs 23.7; on July 15 of this year the percentage of bad order locomo- 
tives to the total was only 23.3 These figures tell their own story as 
to how the strike is progressing. The railroads can draw from the idle 
car surplus for cars. But there was no idle locomotive surplus when 
the shopmen’s strike started. It was on the ability of the railroads to 
keep their locomotives in good order that the strike was to be lost or 
won by the shopmen.

Con- 
nections seem lightly regarded by 
radio experimenters, for some rea- 
son or other, but they are really 
very important, and the cause of 
many troubles. 

Radio Editor: I hear scratchy and 
grating noises continually in my vacu- 
um tube set. Are these noises 
what are called loeal oscillations? 
How can they be stopped? C. B. 

The noises that you hear are 
not oscillations, but are caused 
by the same things that our friend 
above overlooked, and they are 
loose connections. Soldered con- 
nections are even more important 
in vacuum tube sets than in crys- 
tal sets. Look especially to your 
B battery connections.

LESSON NO. 113. 
Vacuum Tube Action With Grid Condenser. 

The addition of a grid condenser to a receiving circuit employing 
@ vacuum tube as a detector results in a marked increase in sensitive- 
ness. In addition the the grid condenser, a grid leak or high resistance 
is also employed and when this combination is properly connected in 
the circuit the value of the high frequency signal voltage, impressed 
upon the grid, need not be as great to produce the same strength of 
audible sound in the receiving telephones as would be necessary if 
the grid leak and grid condenser were omitted. 


It is evident from an examination of the grid current, grid potential 
curve that when the change of grid potential is in a positive direction 
the increase in grid current is much greater than is the case when 
there is an equal change of grid potential in the negative direction. 
/As a result there is an accumulation of electrons upon the grid which 
cause the average value. of the grid potential to decrease, and as the 
changes in value of the plate current follow the changes in the grid 
potential, it is evident that the plate current will be reduced by an 
amount dependent upon the decrease of the grid potential. 
signal ceases the accumulation of electrons leaks, rapidly from the 
grid through the “grid leak” and the potential] ofthe grid returns to 


The audible signal in the receiving telephones is cependent upon 
the change in the average value of the plate current, which, in turn, 
depends upoh the variation of the average grid potential. 

It has previously been explained that when the vacuum tube is used 
as a detector without a grid condenser rectification may be secured 
either on the upper or lower bend of the grid potential, plate current! 
curve when the alternating voltage of the incoming signal is impressed! 
upon the grid. For example, if the grid potential has a value (A) on the: 
lower bend of the curve, rectification is produced by an increase in 
the average value of the plate current. 
potential is adjusted to a value (B) on the upper bend of the curve 
rectification is obtained by a decrease in the average value of the 
At the point (C) along the straight line portion of the 
curve the desirable amplification adjustment for the tube is obtained, 


With the addition of a grid condenser and grid leak, however, it 
is important to note that regardless of what portion of the grid poten- 
tion, plate current curve is used, the incoming signal always produces 
a decrease in the average value of the plate current which results in 
an audible signal in the receiving telephones.

As shown in the accompanying 
liagram, the grid condenser. (C-1) 
is connected between the grid (G) 
and the tuned circuit formed by 
the secondary winding (L) and the 
secondary tuning condenser (C). 
The grid leak (R), which consists 
of a resistance of large value, is 
connected in shunt to the grid con- 
denser. If the capacity of the grid 
condenser is 0.0002 microfarad the 
resistance of the grid leak should 
be approximately one million ohms, 
but in all events should have such 
a value as to allow the electrons on 
the grid to be rapidly dissipated if 
the signal voltage ceases. 


The action of the grid condenser 
may be understood by reference to 
the characteristic curves of the 
vacuum tube, as shown above, in 
which the vertical axis has been 
used for values of plate current and 
grid current, while the horizontal 
axis shows positive and negative 
values of grid potential. 


When there is no signal im- 
pressed upon the circuit, the po- 
tential of the grid may be assumed 
to have the value (E), this value 
being slightly positive with respect 
to the negative end of the filament. 
If a signal having-equal positive 
and negative amplitudes of voltage’ 
is now impressed upon the grid, 
the potential of the grid will change 
by equal amounts on either side of 
the point (E).

DOWN TO BED-ROCK FOR RECONSTRUCTION 


(The following is issued by the Com- 
mittee on Church Co-operation.) 

In every section of Atlanta new 
buildings are going up. Old buildigz 
are being remodeled. Nothing 
like it has been seen before in the 
life of Atlanta, -And while Atlanta 1s 
far ahead of most cities in this, every- 
where outside of unhappy Russia, the 
hum of construction and reconstruc- 
tion is sounding throughout the world. 

Men are feverishly striving to catch 
up with the time lost during the war. 

The same thing is true of business, 
industry, government and the beliefs 
of man. Books aad pamphlets pro- 
posing new schemes, models and plans 
appear so fast that none can read 
them all. Many even talk of the “re- 
construction of religion.” An outstand- 
ing book by Charles A. Ellwood, well 
worth the reading, is so named, 

But the religion lived and taught 
by Jesus Christ will .not be lost. 
Neither will it be remodeled. It is 
perfect, as the Master gave it. So 
Kliwood points out. But that there 
will be reconstruction, or destruction, 
inthe lives of many people and or- 
ganizations named “Christian,” no stu- 
dent of the Bible, history and the 
signs of the times can doubt. 

Only that which rests upon the 
foundation laid by Christ can stand. 
Is this the foundation of your life? If 
so, power and peace should be yours. 

Power and Peace. 

“My peace I give unto you”—“You 
shall receive power.” These are 
Christ’s words. 

Where then 
peace ?”’ 

The 9,000,000 men and boys killed 
on the battlefields of Europe and the 

,000, men, women and children, 
dead as the indirect result of the war, 
and ruined countries, drifting toward 
another war, echo the question. 

The 3,000 strikes a year in Ameri- 
can industry—the present strikes in 
the coal mines and on the railroads, 
threatening - indescribable suffering 
this coming winter. These cry the 
question again to heaven. 

Then the 112,036 homes destroyed 
by divorce in one year in America 
shriek it back and forth across the 
length and breadth of our land. 

In the light of our promised peace 
and power how can these things which 
disgrace‘our so-called Christian ciyili- 
zation be’ explained? 

“With their mouth they shew much 
love, but their heart goeth after their 
gain,” wrote Ezekiel. And in these 
words he has laid bare the rotten 
foundation, the sin which brought that 
civiljzation crashing in the recent war.

Rotten Foundations. 

For ages men, women and organiza- 
tions called Christian have been talk- 
ing much of loving enemies and neigh- 
bars and of treating fellowmen as 
they would have their fellowmen treat 
them. But when it has come to c )ing 
these very practical things of which 
we talk so much excuse after excuse 
has been offered. And we have been 
told that we must remember, not the 
foundation of love and sacrifice laid 
by Christ, but that we live in a prac 
tieal world. Hearts have gone after 
gain. 

Our acts have denied the “power 
and peace” of which we have talked 
and preached and many have builded— 
many are building—that which“must 
come down. We need to begin again. 

In the work of reconstruction let's 
get down to rock-bottom and make the 
foundation right. The work must 
start at home. 

In many homes, instead of laying in

children’s lives the bed-rock of Christ 


for a foundation, stumbling blocks are 
being placed in children’s paths, al- 
though Jesus said that it is better for 


a man to tie a mill stone about his 
neck and sink into the sea rather! 
than to cause one of these little ones 
to stumble and fall. ¢ 
Buildings That Fall. 

The outstanding tragedy of the 
home destroyed by divorce is the child 
in the house. In the 112,036 families 
smashed in one year in America by dl- 
vorce there were, it is estimated, 150,- 
000 children. Ten years of such a 
record would produce 1,500,000 chil 
dren starting life beneath the blight 
of a quarreling father and mother, 

But think! If 112,036 families ac- 
tually aired their ‘dirty linen” in the 
divorce court how many more are liv- 
ing a cat and dog life at home? Can 
you number the children in such 
homes ? 

Could a stumbling block bigger than 
that of the example of a father or 
mother, or both, living only for self, 
or for the gratification of personal 
whims or desires, without regard for 
love, the rights and the feelings of 
others, be placed before a child? 

What a stumbling block goes into 
the life of the child reared in the home 
where bootleg liquor flows and a joke 
is made of the low of the land!

Surely there is 
need for reconstruction here.
